In tbeir early writings Marx and Engels attempted to - ■ 
develop a**philospphy which got at the foundation on wbictr <v 
political systems and human interactions -were organized. 

This process led them to develop the philosophy of dialectical 
and historical materialism; This way of. thought waa first 
concretely crystallized in'The German Ideology, written- in 
1 045-6 by Marx and Engels*' The materialism of Marx and Engels 
represented a new stage in the socialist movement; the stage 
when it became scientific rather than utopian. But Iferx-* 
and Engels did not stop with the mere development of a 
philosophy; for as Marx said, "The philosophers have ohly 
interpreted the world differently, the point is to change it." 

>&rx and Engels focussed on creating change by applying 
their way of thinking to analysis of historical and contemporary 
struggles such and the French Revolution and the European 
aborted revolutions of 1848.. Marx also made a major contribution 
by his detailed (to say the least )' examination of the laws of 
motion in Capital (Das Kapltal). The three volumes of Capital 
solidified the theory that capitalism was doomed in the long 
run.

In the reading below Stalin refers : to Leninism aa Marxism 
of the eposh of Imperialism and proletarian revolutions.” 

The epoch of Imperialism and proletarian revolutions was 
defined clearly by two events: World War I and The Russian . 
Revolution. World War 1 demonstrated that', the entire 

world had been touched- by the exapnslon of capitalism. The . 

World War represented the first war in which the enmbatants • 

were fighting over how to • the wea.lth, resource’s , and • > 

territory of the entire earth. This meant that a worldwide \ 
system of imperialism had finally come Into existence. 

. The advent of imperialism changed the nature of any 
revolution*whlch occurred after this period.* Before this . 
time it was possible for bourgeios revolutions such as that * 
of the United States to occur. Once imperialism became a 
world system any country that engaged in revolution had to 
■either be anti-imperialist and, therefore, anti-capitalist 
or else merely excfaanging one form of being lackeys to imperialists 
for another. There could no longer \be any independent capitalist 
. countries. This also meanti that any country which staged an 
anti-imperialist revolution was by nature siding with the 
International proletarian revolution. The Russian Revolution 
provided the model for proletarian revolutions and provided 
for the first time a link between the proletariat of Western 
Europe and the oppressed nations of the East,- which were stirring 
in revolt. 

Lenin concretely defthed hlS 1 time as the age of Imperialism 
in his work of 1916, Imperialism, the Highest Stage of Capitalism. 
He was, however, even more noted for his detailed analysis of 
how a revolution should be organized'.

countries dominated by imperialism Mao saw the existence of'. ' ' • 
five classes: the big bourgeoisie {those who were total lackeys 
of foreign imperialists), the national bourgeosie ( those .who . 
were exploiters of the Chinese people but still felt themslelves 
to be victimized bv the 'imperialists), the petit bourgeosie (small 
capitalists who exploited the Chinese people to some degree but 
primarily saw themselves as victims of imperialism), the proletaria 
and the peasantry. In the first stage of the revolution Mao 
saw the struggle as one to kick the imperialists out of the ; 

country and establish a democracy, ^he strategy for this struggle 
was a nro tract ed people’s guerrilla war led by the alliance of 
the peasantry, the proletariat, and revolutionary elements of ; 
the petit bourgoesie, Mao also saw some elements of the national 
bourgeosie as allies in this stage of the 'struggle but was careful 
in emphasizing that the party must be in the leadership ^of any *•»-.' 
United Front. The culmination of this p(§fase of the struggle 
was a 21 joint dictatorship of the peasants, proletariat, and 
revolutionary petit bourgeoise under a mixed economy (Xj & ft&X 
liSKXdMIXXXax ( bib industries nationalized but other private 
property remining in oiivate hands) This "new democartic" phase 
is seen as a- period of time in which the foundation for soxialism 
is being built. This phase of the revolution ended in 6hina in 
the mid 1950’s and then the socialist phase began.’ T he socialist 
phase meant the nationalization of virtually -all private property 
and collectivization of the economy under the dictatorship of 
the proletariat alone.

SOCIAL DEMOCRATS 


Soc({$l democrats (also called Mensheviks after the reformist 
party -in the Russian Revolution) believe that there is no need V 
for an armed struggle in order for socialism to come into existence 
The r place the highest priority on voting ’ socialism into office* , 
They also reject the notion of a vanguard party advocating a 
single political line (democratic centralism) but rather believe 
the party must be mass based and open to various points of view. 
Social democrats are heavily against Stlin, seeing him as the 
example of what can happen In a socialist country if there Is 
no freedom of speech, freedom of the press, etc. In the contempora: 
left, the New Amerecan Movement is the most prominent of this 
tyne of group although they have not yet oriented themselves 
toward a national electoral campaign. The strategy of the ; 

Communist Party, U.S.A. falls into this category although 
they would firmly reject the label of social democrat. An 
example f the shortcomgs of this strategy is what happened 
to' Salvador Allende in Chile because of his orientation toward 
gradual reformist measures. Thfeue is an' interesting contrast 
betv/een his strategy and that of the C ornniun iat 3 in Portugal 
where even though the Socialist Party (social democrats) were 
voted into office the military junta and the Communist Party 
have not allowed the Socialists to take a strong foothold, thus 
giving an opening for totally reactionary elements to once again 
rule the country. 


FCCOISTS . 

Focoists exist predominantly in Latin America and are of 
a major concern for us in terms of developing our revolutionary 
theory. They oattern their strategy after that of the Cuban 
revolution, believing that the moving force of the revolution 
is the guerrilla focos (small bands of guerrilla fighters operatin; 
in the rural areas ore dominantly) • They see the merger of the 
military and the political and see that a contradiction exists 
when the political party in the city is in command of the military 
n:-pect of the struggle which is. occurring in the countryside.

the capitllist state. Anarchists, however, do tend to be people 
of action. Since they place such a high priority on the resistance 
to authority, any individual acts of terrorism are seen as progressi\ 
by many anarchists. Since, they oo take a position against all 
governemtn authority (the best government is no government is a 
fovoritp anarchist phrase) they usually refuse any kind of alliance 
with any sort of bourgeios elements. They believe power cornea 
out of mass consciousness and that any sort of vanguard organisation 
simply contains the seeds of state authoritarianism.
